WHY TURKEY? 
V Steve Nossik 

As a veteran face- to- face Diplomacy player # I c ve noticed & lit of a discrepancy between 
the Eastern alliance structuns in postui games and ay FTF local games* 

In postal games, Turkey is a highly favorable country which often wine and is usually 
ttear the top of a player°s preference liat, while Austria is recorded as the hardest country 
to play, and the country which is eliminated more than any other country (See EREKWQR #63* 
P* 6), 

Exactly the opposite is true in my FTF group. After a short period of high Turkish 
p lacings and wins, Turkey ia now virtually always condemned to seventh place and ia generally 
considered to be the worst country because of its limited diplomatic potential. With the 
introduction of the "Lepanto Opening" a few months ago, it seems Turkey nay even fail farther 
down the list (though it ean't go much farther) 0 

It pussies me as to why there should he such a wide discrepancy. Ihe key, it seems, 
lies with the country Russia. 

At the beginning of the game, Russia is placed in a position very similar to £ngland*s 
diplomatically , That is, there are two countries bordering on it which each require lie 
services to overcome the other country. In this ease, Austria and Turkey both compete for 
Russia, Just aa France and Geraany usually compete for England, It in rare that you see an 
Austro/Tuxfcish alliance. It seems fairly obvious that If Turkey succeeds in getting Russia 
aa ar» ally, it ia quite certain that Austria will be eliminated. The reverse is also true, 
Should Austria gain Russia as an ally, Turkey will probably be eliminated. This is where the 
basic discrepancy liesi Russia, is* postal games tends to pick Turkey as an ally far more than 
Austria, while in my FTF group, Russia rarely picks Turkey and quite frequently picks Austria, 

After reviewing the differences carefully, I have come to the conclusion that we are 
right aiKt the postal world is wrong, (in regard to which alliance would make the test one e ) 



Them £-..x'i> aw^l reason* wny I say this, First; a Husso/Austria/i alliance has absut the 
aaaae -potential as a flusso/Turkish alliance, Thews is re&ily no appreciable difference 6 
loth car» atay allied throughout the entire gaae and loth alliances divide the la^ard in cne 
sac-* way. Second, of the two countries s Austria and Turkey, Turkey is 'the much grater ]>:■ 
*ents.*i d&nger to Russia due to its comer board position, which laafcws it virtually the tet 
def<-msive ©ounixy. Third, should s squabble develop between allies v it would be virtually 
impossible for Hwsfcia to attack Turkey (assuming Austria is already slimtnatsd) 3 however, 
Austria, due to Its center of the board p©eition t can be attacked Italy and Germany, &r 
later lit the game, France or England, thus providing a natural insurance to Russia in 'the 
event things da not go as planned. 

The usual formula for a Russo/Austrian alliance is for tx>ih t# attack Turkey, with Rus- 
sia getting all of Turkey and Austria getting all of the Balkans, Including Rumania, which is 
usually traded ig* Russia for the last Turkish supply center, Hath then demilitarise the e?\~ 
tire ares, and go off on -their separate my 3, with Austria attacking Italy, and Russia going 
against Germany and points north. This formula usually ends in a Russian and occasionally an 
Austrian victory, provided everything goes right. Thus, I rest my case,
